fight on the provisions of the revenue |

bill was made on an effort to amend
geotion thirteen #0 as to reduce the
tiux on forelgn bullding and loan paso-
clations from 2 per cent. to 6 mills
This lasted through the morning ses-
glon Into the afterncon and resulied
finally In the adoption of the amend-
ment.  epresentative Fow, of Philla-
delphia, unsuccessfully opposed the see-
tlon taxing mutunl savings associn-
tlons,

When the blll wags taken up by agroe-
ment Mr. Zulick, of Northampton,
moved to postpone Indefinitely. This
opened the digcussion and Mr. Riter
took the floor and made an elaborate
argument In support of the measure,
He contended It would ralgse more reves
nue than the present law and was
more cquitable and Just, Ex-Auditor
General Niles, o member of the state
tax conference, was the next speaker,
He said the b did not altogether sult
the wishes of his constituency, al-
though It was a great step toward the
solution of the problem of equalization
of taxation.

Ohjections of Mr. Niles,

Mr, Nlles snld the ways and means
committee mude a mistake, In his judg-
ment, In etrlking out the provisions
taxing bullding and loan assoeclationg,
manufacturing corporations and mu-
tual Insurance companies, He sent to
the desk and had read by the clerk n
resalution adopted yesterday at a mect-
ing of the legislative committee of the
atate grange accepting the bill so far
as It corresponds with the measure pre-
pared by the tax confercnee ns a set-
tlement of the questlion of relatlve and
equitable taxation, and disapproving
of the changes objected to by Mr. Niles

The resolution recltes further that
the ecmmittee “does not aceept the bill
s a settlement of the questlon of state
tuxation of these corporations. but re.
gards ourselves at liberty to continue
the agitation for the taxation by the
plate of these ecorporations. That be-
lieving that the bill as amended = maove
equitable and just and based on betier
and wiser prifftiples than the present
revenue law, we urge Its passage, re-
gerving to ourgelves, however, the right
to endeavor to secuire state taxation of
the classes of corporations that are
now exempted.”

Mr. Nlles did not think the scheme
of capital tax should be changed, AS
A reason for this stand he reclted an In-
stance showing that the Reading rall-
rond, with property of equal value and
about the same amount of capltal stock
as the Pennsylvanio rallrond, pald only
about hnlf ns much taxes, because jts
bonded Indebtedness had wiped out the
capltal stock value,

After further discussion the motlon
to Indefinitely postpone was withdrawn
and the adoption of the bill by scctions
bogun, All went smoothly until the
twelfth section, when Mr. Fow demand-

CORDON PROBABLY A To0L

New Aspect of the Double Traqedy
at Lomisville.

THEORY OF GOVERNOR BROWN

Believes s Son's Murder Was n Foul
Consplracy—Sensation Promised
In Court--Another Man
in the Case.

Loulsville, May 9.—The seneatlon at-
tending the Gordon double killing s not
over yet by half. The prosccution to-
diy will attempt to prove that Archie
Dison Brown's death was due to a deep
il plot to assassinate him; a teap, ns
the piosecytor belleves,  fostered and
plianned by one who, for reason hest
known Lo himself, was afrald to do the
work, and used Gordon as the tool to
carry out his deslgn.  These statements
come dircetly from  the proseeutlion,
Governor Brown has reason to hellove
that his son's coming to Loulsville on
the day of the tragedy and his nssigna-
thon with Mrs, Gordon was known to n
man In Frankfort, who telegraphed to a
man In Loulsville, This Loulsvilles man,
the prosecution elndms, notiled Gordon
that hig wife was to tneet Brown, and
“actively agslsted In a foul assassina-
tion." The prosecution  further says
that the name of the man “who acted
the spy" Is known to them, and that
he will have to be produced in court,
In o pr'vate letter last night Governor
Drown Insisted that the man referred
to b brought Into eourt on an attach-
ment. The man who, as the prosecu-
tinn believes, plloted Gordon  to the
houss of Lucy Smith, Is a college chum
of Gardon, and was marciel In Frank-
fort.

“"Before declding on the step, Gover-
nor Hrown touk counsel with a number
of Intimate friends from all over the
stute, He eame to the concluslon that
It was due the memory of hisg gon that
there should be a full and falr Investl-
gatlon of all the facts; not necessarlly
fur the puarpose of progecution, but for
the purpose of enabling him and the
officers of the law to determine whether
thike ought to be o further prosecutlon
of the case. He arrived at this conelu-
slon after watlafying himself that Gor-
don had ny reason to belleve that his
son had led her from e path of virtue.
He was convineed that Clordon must
have known that his wife was dissi-
pated, reckless and imprudent, If not
an l.ll'll‘hllﬂll' woman.

“Clovernor Brown 12 now firmly con-
